“Before we could do this, however, we 
saw a ship's light comin toward us, 
and soon we made out the Drone cruiser 
Suchet. Her captain had seen the Coston 
lights when Mr. Scott burned them, and he 
came straight into that floating hell, in 
spite of all the danger, to see if he could 
save sailors in distress. 

“The Suchet is a fine big cruiser, with 
two large funnels. She is all painted with 
white, and looks Iike our cruiser Baltimore. 
I think that it was the paymaster of the 
Suchet who spoke the best English. and 
hailed us from the bridge as his ship came 
alongside of ours. 

“ “What ship is that?’ he asked. 

“*The Roraima,’ replied Mr. Scott. 

“ “How many of you are there on board?’ 
asked the Frenchman. 

"I don’t know.’ answered Mr. Scott, “but 
most of us are dead.’

HARD TO HANDLE INJURED. 

“Twelve of our injured were taken aboard 
the Suchet at 9:30 o'clock. The rescuers 
were much delayed in taking the injured 


by their terrible condition. I don't liké to 
think of this part of the story. _: 

“The poor, scorched, crippled men wefe so 
torn and disfigured by the flames that .hev 
were hardly recognizable. Most of them 
had their hair burned off their heads. The 
faces of all of them were swollen and cut 
and disfigured. Their clothing hung in 
scorched and bloody tatters. 

“From many hands, the skin hung loose, 
like old gloves. It was necessary to place 
each sufferer in a sheet. which was carried 
by four men of the Suchet. 

“With two men lowering the sheet by the 
corners and two standing below at the edge 
of the slanting deck of the Roraima to re- 
ceive them at the rail, our poor fellows 
were lowered’ with great care and then 
handed down aboard the man-of-war's cut- 
ter. Last of all, we took nurse av and 
the little Stokes child end Mrs. McAllister 

“Mrs. McAliister’s delicate health really 
saved her life. for it really kept her from 
going on deck with the others, who lost 
their lives. Her husband is a friend of

Without a moment's loss of time Mc- 
Cormick made his way to the American 
consulate and warned his men to get out 
of the city and aboard the Potomac as 
speedily as posible. 

The men picked up the heavy casket in 
which they had placed og, Doty of the 
consul and \hastened toward the shore.

the various juries, which were hopelessly 
partisan. 

“This last cause of dissatisfaction was 80 
flagrant that the French exhibitors, rather 
than submit to the judgment of the Juries, 
withdrew from all conpetition. | 

“I shall plead for the establishment of 
the juries upon the basis: adopted at the 
Paris Exposition of 1900 and approved by 
all the foreign nations. If I & n my point 
the exposition atithorities will not havo 
space enough to give me. 

“Never, perhaps, in the history of the 
two republics, has the feeling between the 
two nations been ag cordial as it is today. 

“France was the first of the foreign coun- 
tries to accept America’s invitation to par- 
ticipate in the Exposition. he manufac- 
turers individually responded with as much 
alacrity as did the government, and today 
I am ready to fill all the space that the 
exposition managers can allot me. But ‘yet 
I must receive assurances that the unpleas- 
antness of the Chicago fair will not recur. 

‘The question of the national pavilion 
of France is another subject for discussion. 
If the St Louis people give me the space 
3 want and the location I feel I should 

ave—the position of honor—I intend to re- 
produce in St. Louis one of our historic 

alaces at the time of the sale of the 
ulsiana Territory to the United States. 

“I have not yet settled it in my mind 
which it would be, Trianon or Malmaison, 
but either of these would be appropriate and 
worthy, both of France and of the position 
of honor at the &t. Louls Exposition. It 
seems to me that the fact that the Exposi- 
tion is to commemorate an act in which 
the chief roles were played by France and 
the United States, should prove an irrefut- 
able argument in favor of the allotment to 
France of the place of honor at the Fair. 

“In erectin ts national pavilion France 
will not consider the question of cost. The 
building would be in keeping with the dig- 
nity of the nation and the rank it occupies 
in the world. Each of the rooms of this 
building would be furnishéd and decorated 
bY one of the large cities of France, and 
filled with Napoleonic relics from the va- 
rious museums.’’
